A writer in National Farmer quotes 
some interesting extracts from agri 
cultural reports of MM which give 
the younger generation an excellent 
i lea ot the great improvement fan 
thi- industry m the last half-century. 
We quote as follows 

"Recently \v have looked over a 
little of the correspondence in an agrt- 
« ultaral report made tittv years ago. 
Several farmers write very interest- 
ing letters about the hog business. An 
Alabama OOUMMMNtf of MM 00701 
Very tew imported sw ine have found 
their way here. Nor ia it necessary, 
as varieties can he multiplied ad in 
finitnin from the same stock by selec- 
tion and treatment. He adds that 
some or their hogs reach maturity at 
M to 34 months, while others reqone 
M to M months. The average value 
when killed is flO to 913 per head, 
trom which we inter trial the weights 
were not ,ieavy. 

"A McHenry county, 111., farmer 
says that hogs are raised there 'in 
great quantities, ot almost every 
breed, from the long nosed Hoomer or 
Prairie rooter to the small-boned 
Middlesex. ' All these breeds are now 
extinct in Illinois, we believe. 

•Another Illinois farmer was some- 
thing of a pessimist so far as the hog 
business is concerned, as then carried 
on. He said: 

" Most farmers consider hogs the 
most indispensable part of their Hook, 
Some few gain largely by raising

The State agricultural commission- 
er's last monthly crop report is, in 
part, as follows : 

The corn crop is a good one. The 
only complaints axe that oo Jo-, wet 
lands it suffered for want of proper 
cultivation and some of It drowning 
ont. Bnt, taking ^thc State over, the 
crop is a full overage.

Oata and rye are above the average.

The bay crop il a full average in 
quantity, but a large per cent, of it 
la more or less damaged by messi 
moisture at Hie time of harvesting. 

Live stocs ot all winds are reported 
in good condition.

In 1849 a new constitution was 
framed »nd adopted, which provided 
tor dividing the connties into pre- 
cincts tor voting, but the viva voce 
method was retained. Latei. when 
the population became more dense, 
there was much complaint about 
crowding the polls on election days, 
anil it was no uncommon thing, espec- 
ially in cities and towns to see the 
entrance to the voting place crowded 
twenty deep, thus enterring many 
timid people from voting. This crowd- 
ing and pushing naturally led to hgnt- 
mg and election rows oecanie ho fre- 
quent that some change in the law 
became a necessity. When the con-

for secret ballot was adopted, the suc- 
ceeding legislature went a step fnrther 
and provided tnat no one but those 
actually in the act of voting should 
remain nearer than fifty feet to the 
polls This law had a most beneficial 
effect in reducing election tights, and 
many attributed it to the secret ballot 
lather than to the "Hfty-root" law. 

This same constitution provided that 
all school trustees and school boards 
should be elected by the viva voce sys- 
tem, although voted for at the same 
election at which other officers are 
voted tor by secret ballot The advo- 
cates of returning to the viva voce 
method urge tLat fewer frauds have 
neen committed and fewer contests 
filed for schools trustees than for any 
of the other offices thut are filled by 
the secret ballot method, and that 
fact alone should condemn the secret 
ballot. 

Neither the Democratic nor Repub- 
lican campaign has opened yet, and 
no literature has been sent out indi- 
cating the line-up on the voting svstem 
but it is generally nnderstood that the 
Republicans will mate an organized 
fiKbt to retain the secret ballot, while 
the Democrats will not take sides, bnt 
a majority of them will return to the 
viva voce method of voting. 



Will Fijjht Consumption. 

The final organization of the Ken- 
tucky Anti Tuberculosis Association, 
with a membership of 3OO, was effected 
at a meeting in Louisville last week. 
Some of the State's most prominent men 
are members of the association. 

At the conclusion of the meeting 
George L. Sehou, secretary of the as- 
sociation, said that the members had 
shown the greatest enthusiasm, and 
that an active campaign against tuber- 
culosis would be taken up at once
